boat. Although they lack the sophistication of a GPS- 
based device, I can judge their general distance and direc- 
tion as they approach each checkpoint with a handheld 
receiver and a signal strength indicator/'

the men and women of Marion who answered the call of 
her country during times of war. ORR students Chelsea 
Nectow and Doug Zeppenfeld lent their voices to the pro- 
ceedings as Ms. Nectow sang a hymn and Mr. Zeppenfeld 
recited the Gettysburg Address. 

Selectmen Roger Blanchette, Andrew Jeffrey and 
Jonathan Henry then led a parade from the Music Hall to 
Marion Town House. The procession included the Sip- 
pican School Band and the Portuguese-American Band 
of New Bedford playing "She's a Grand Old Flag" as the 
crowd trailed behind. 

Once the procession had arrived at the podium 
erected outside of the Town House, Selectman Jeffery 
took a moment to thank all of the young people who 
had taken the time to participate in the day's events. His 
voiced filled with emotion, the selectman recounted a 
party that he had recently attended for a Marion resident 
who was about to deploy to Iraq. 

"This was a person who I did not know and yet I 
could not help but be moved by this young man's devo- 
tion to his country," Mr. Jeffery said. Mr. Jeffery then 
yielded the podium to Selectman Jonathan Henry. Mr. 
Henry, dressed in his Army Colonel's uniform, recounted 
the day nearly 40 years earlier when he received his com- 
mission upon graduation from Providence College. 

"I was commissioned on June 6 forty years ago — 
D-day — and the importance of that day was not lost on 
me," he recalled. "I joined the Corps of Army Engineers 
during the Vietnam War. I didn't know what I was going 
to face and I was nervous but, what really stayed with me 
was this ... I was asked to uphold the Constitution of the 
United States of America. Not any political party. Not any 
particular political point of view, not any person, not the 
President of the United States. I was asked to uphold the 
Constitution and that is what this day is all about to me."

Although he fell just 29 votes short of Mr. Henry's 
final total, runner-up Joseph P. Zora Sr. said he wasn't 
surprised with the outcome of the election. 

"I expected it/' he said from home Tuesday night. 
"What bothers me most is how the Town of Marion is go- 
ing now. But I knew this was going to happen." 

Stressing that at age 82 the only reason he ran for 
the seat this time out was because several residents called 
and asked him to, Mr. Zora was philosophical about his 
loss. 

'T have no regrets and Fm not mad at anybody," 
Mr. Zora said. "Like I told (Mr. Henry) this morning, 
there will be one winner and two losers. That's just the 
way it is." 

Though many residents thought the hotly-con- 
tested three-way race for the Selectman's seat would have 
brought out more voters, a mere 1,157 voters made their 
way to the polls, or roughly 32 percent of all registered 
voters in the town, according to Town Clerk Ray Pickles. 

The other draw for many was the single ballot 
question asking voters to opt for an appointed Treasurer 
and Tax Collector position over the previously elected 
offices. The referendum won handily, 583 in favor to 481 
against. Not surprisingly, neither office boasted any can- 
didates on the same election ballot. 

In other contested races, incumbent Bradford N. 
Eames retained his three-year seat on the Board of Asses- 
sors, defeating Stephen G. Carnazza, 603 to 480; Jason E.

Straus, Montigny Honored 

Having navigated strong identity theft protection 
bills through the Massachusetts House and Senate, State 
Representative William Straus and State Senator Mark 
Montigny earned congratulations from MASSPIRG for 
their leadership in support of the legislation. 

"Representative Straus and Senator Montigny 
helped move forward a strong identity theft protection 
bill that will go a long way in preventing identity theft 
in Massachusetts/' said Eric Bourassa, MASSPIRG' s 
Consumer Advocate. "We appreciate their work on this 
legislation." 

The House and Senate passed similar identity 
theft protection bills on May 9 and May 10, respectively. 
Now the bill goes to a conference committee to work 
out differences in the legislation before it can be sent to 
Governor Patrick for his approval. Representative Straus 
was the original bill sponsor in the House and Senator 
Montigny introduced an amendment to the Senate bill 
that strengthened the legislation. 

Among the key consumer protections in the 
House and Senate bills are: 

• Requirements that businesses and government 
agencies notify affected individuals if enough of their per- 
sonal information that could be used to commit identity 
theft, is lost or stolen. 

• The ability for consumers to place a "security 
freeze" on their credit reports to prevent would-be iden- 
tity thieves from opening new credit accounts and racking

images of warm tropical isles and sunny beaches and, to a 
certain extent, such images are correct. With the exception 
of the leatherback, adult sea turtles are tropical or sub- 
tropical creatures. How^ever, certain species of sea turtles 
come north as juveniles to feed along the East Coast and 
return south before the onset of winter. 

Although Cape Cod Bay and Nantucket Sound 
are extensively used by both commercial and pleasure 
craft, few sight records of sea turtles exist. Even people 
who spend a great deal of time on the water are surprised 
to learn that five species of sea turtles are present in our 
waters. Cape Cod Bay contains one of the largest known 
concentrations of subadult ridley turtles. We see logger- 
heads along the shore during the fall. Green turtles come 
into Nantucket Sound and the waters surrounding Mar- 
tha's Vineyard on a regular basis. Leatherbacks migrate 
past the Cape on their way north to feeding grounds in 
the Arctic. The chance of seeing a hawksbill is so slim that 
one hesitates to even include it as one of the five species. 

Compared to their land-bound relatives, sea 
turtles have evolved to enormous proportions; their buoy- 
ancy in water eliminates the problem of gravity. 

Sea turtles' life histories are similar to those of 
other turtles, but because their ''pond'' is the Atlantic, 
Pacific, or Indian Ocean, we know much less about them. 
Like other turtles, sea turtles lay their eggs in sand, usu- 
ally on a tropical beach. In the spring, the female struggles 
ashore and begins to dig her nest. Depending on the

species, the eggs hatch within 40-70 days. The hatchlings 
linger under the sand until the majority of the eggs have 
hatched, then the eruption begins. With the lower hatch- 
lings pushing from below, the baby turtles emerge. Dur- 
ing their dash to the sea, the soft-shelled hatchlings make 
an easy meal for predators such as gulls and ghost crabs. 
Those that reach the ocean face a new set of predators. 

The deepest mystery surrounding sea turtles is 
what happens to them during their first two years of life. 
Because they are so small there is no way to tag or keep 
track of them. No one knows where they go; they head 
out to sea and just vanish. A growing body of evidence 
indicates that they head out to seaweed patches and live 
among this drift. Bodies of hatchlings have been found

washed ashore in seaweed, and in the stomachs of sharks 
and fish. Records of hatchlings are so scanty that their 
whereabouts are subject of much speculation. 

One early speculation was that sea turtles rode 
north to Cape Cod via the Gulf Stream. With the excep- 
tion of leatherbacks, however, only a few sea turtles 
have been seen in the Gulf Stream. Apparently, juvenile 
or subadult turtles drop out of the Gulf Stream and are 
frequently found along the coast. Coastal wandering in 
search of food brings many sea turtles, especially rid- 
leys and loggerheads, to Cape Cod. Others are caught in 
pound nets in Chesapeake Bay and Long Island Sound. 
Older and larger individuals have been recorded as far 
away as Europe. 

When sea turtles mature, they return to the tropi- 
cal areas of their birth, possibly to the very beach where 
they hatched. After returning, the turtles mate and settle 
in tropical and sub-tropical waters, wandering no more. 
The leatherback is the exception to this scenario as well 
as the exception to other general turtle facts. The leather- 
back, with a record weight of 2,000 pounds, is the heaviest 
of all reptiles. Today it is extremely rare to find any indi- 
viduals over 800 pounds. Size alone is enough to identify 
this blotchy dark-brown to black-skinned reptile. 

Another major difference is that the leatherback is 
warm-blooded. It is able to maintain a body temperature 
of about 80 degrees Fahrenheit by means of a special heat 
exchange system: warm outgoing arterial blood passes di-

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rectly by the incoming colder venous blood. Thus, incom- 
ing blood is warmed and little heat is lost. 

Leatherback nesting beaches, like all Caribbean 
and tropical beaches, are under great pressure from devel- 
opment, which would mean the demise of leatherbacks on 
those shores. Another threat to leatherbacks is their habit 
of getting entangled in lobster pots here in the Northeast. 
It is not clear at this time how big a problem entanglement 
presents to the population as a whole. 

As juveniles, leatherbacks may remain in warmer 
waters to our south, but as subadults and adults they un- 
dertake the longest migration in the reptile world. From 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean, leatherbacks head 
north to feeding grounds near the Arctic Sea where they 
feed extensively on jellyfish. They often stop in Cape Cod 
Bay on their return trip south in August and September to 
feed on jellyfish and comb jellies in our waters. 

Each fall beginning in November, sea turtles 
wash ashore along Cape Cod Bay. When the wind blows 
from the northwest and the Bay water is below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit, we can usually count on finding one or more 
turtles washed ashore anywhere along the bay beaches. 
It very important to recover all of the stranded turtles, 
dead or alive. While a stranded sea turtle may look dead, 
chances are it is still alive; with proper treatment at the 
sanctuary and at the New England Aquarium, it will 
recover and can be rehabilitated and released. If you find 
a turtle along a beach or if you are interested in helping

All sea turtles are protected by the Marine Turtle 
Protection Act. It is illegal to molest, harass, catch, or kill 
them, or to possess any part of a sea turtle. Scientists are 
still trying to put together the remaining pieces of the sea 
turtle puzzle, so if you observe or find a sea turtle, report 
it. Every piece of information fills in one more gap in the 
total picture.

Remember the character in A Scanner Darkly who thought aphids 
were crawling all over him? Bug is like a movie about that character and 
Ashley Judd in a motel room. And, much to the chagrin of those lured into 
theaters by Lionsgate's wildly misleading ad campaign — which makes 
the film look like Slither or something — that's pretty much all Bug is 
about. I knew going in that it was a psychological two-character drama 
(with three supporting players), so I wasn't expecting a gore-and-latex- 
fest. What I didn't know going in was how tedious an exercise it would 
prove to be. 

Judd gives one of her tormented- white-trash performances as Agnes, 
a waitress in a lesbian bar, though herself heterosexual. Agnes is dreading 
the return of her abusive ex-husband (Harry Connick Jr.) from prison. 
One afternoon about ten years ago, Agnes took her young son to the 
supermarket, he was kidnapped and never found, and she's never gotten 
over it. She spends her nights snorting coke, counting her crumpled tips, 
and existing on the knife edge between loneliness and despair. In short, 
Agnes is a dream role for an actress hungry to leave mainstream fare far 
behind. Judd enacts Agnes' misery skillfully enough, but the character 
hardly makes any sense. 

Agnes ' coworker (Lynn Collins) brings a mysterious man into Agnes ' 
life — Peter (Michael Shannon), who seems good-hearted, if withdrawn. 
Shannon, perhaps best known of late as the zealous Marine who saved 
the cops' lives in World Trade Center, has a creepy baby face that lends 
itself well to obsessive characters. So it's not too surprising when Peter, a 
Gulf War vet, turns out to have a few screws loose. Like Rory Cochrane 
in A Scanner Darkly, Peter feels bugs on him — bugs no one else can see. 
Soon they're not only on his skin, they're under his skin, and then in his 
blood. Rather too quickly, Agnes believes Peter's story, which metastasizes 
into full-blown conspiracy-theory paranoia enveloping everyone from 
Jim Jones to Timothy McVeigh (what, no Elvis?). The pair, soon flailing 
around in mutual hysteria, hole up in rooms literally wallpapered with 
tin foil. 




Creep Show

William Friedkin directed Bug, and I have nothing much bad to say 
about the way he holds up his end of the deal. He delivers a tight, upset- 
ting bit of work without falling into the quick-cut, shock-tactic habits 
of his inferiors. The fatal problem with Bug starts with the screenplay, 
adapted by Tracy Letts from his own stage play (Shannon originated his 
role onstage). This material badly wants to be searing and disturbing, but 
it's all too obviously conceived as showboat material for actors, with little 
room for subtlety. Eventually, when Ashley Judd has to scream "I AM 
THE SUPER MOTHER BUG!", it's the sort of flashy theatrical moment 
that unavoidably becomes camp on the big screen. The actors work their 
tails off, but the material is essentially unsurprising and predetermined. 
It stays its psychotic course to the bitter, fiery end, which I suppose is 
some form of integrity, though not particularly edifying or entertaining. 

For all its pretense, Bug plays like an overextended episode of the 
Showtime series Masters of Horror, and not one of the better ones, either. 
It deals in careless stereotypes — Crazy War Vet ! Abused and Self- Abusing 
Southern Chick ! — and brings real- world pain and atrocity, unearned, into 
its hermetic little duelling-monologue universe to beef it up. If not for the 
exertions of the actors, and if not for the welcome sight of William Friedkin 
weighing in with career-comeback direction, Bug probably wouldn't be 
getting such a free ride from many critics. Is it more ambitious than most 
modern horror movies?
